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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art fails to teach of determining when changes in the load data indicates a 
"likelihood" that the terms of the loan (a payment) "may" not be met. Examples of this 
determining algorithm are provided in the specification and include when the maximum 
debt has not been reached and the monthly payment on a debt has exceeded a 
maximum monthly payment threshold limitation. For example, a person with a low 
income may not maximize the debt carried on a credit card yet may have exceeded a 
reasonable monthly payment based on the current interest rate of the loan and the 
balance of the loan being carried forward from period to period. This may occur using 
short term debt such as revolving credit type credit cards or lines of credit. Yet another 
trigger event may occur when a person's credit score drops and the loan amount is 
riskier than allowed based on the credit score. Moreover, the prior art fails to teach 
once the change in loan information indicates a loan default is "imminent", a guarantor 
alert module provides notification to the guarantor or other party that default on the loan 
is likely. For example, if the guarantor requests verbal notification, then the lending 
institution or an automated message center will verbally notify the guarantor.
